The Chicago Herald sect a epe< al 
fast train to Atlanta Saturday, m k- 
ing the trip of 788 miles from Chi a- 
go to Atlanta in 17 hours, one h ir 
and thirty minutes being takeu up n 
'slowing up" in city limits and at' - 
ping to deliver papers along tt e 
route. The start was made at 2 a. n . 

The fleeting transit, of the gre t 
iron bird was marked for the entii i 
788 mile* with an almost unbroke . 
line of snow-dad country. It. seemeo 
a groat eagle soaring with rapid am 
powerful stroke through untaruisue ' 

»<*. 

Through a goodly aection of Eaa> 
em Illinois into Indiana to Terre 
Haute it sped over the Chicago & 
Easter c Illinois Railroad. From 
Terre Haute past Vincennes, to Ev 
ansville with lightning velocity it 
journeyed over the Evausville & 
Terre Haute. Terre Haute was 
reached at 6:50. That waa schedule 
time. So fak, so good. From Teire 
Haute to Vincennes, a distance of 52 
miles, it speed in 52 minute*, reach 
ing the latter city at 6:42, haying 
traveled a mile a minute. Evansville 
was reached at 8:10, five minutes be- 
hind schedule time. It left Evaus- 
ville at 8:1' ajd paassd Henderson 
twenty minutes later. No:tonville 
found the hands of the timing watches 
ru HXk Croftou was left behind 
18 minutes later. Hopkinsville waa 
passed at 10:35, Pembroke at 10:46, 
Guthrie at 1 1 £6, Baker's at 11:29 aud 
Edgefield Junction at 11:52 From 
Evanaviheto Edgefield Junction is 
148 miles. The aiataooe had been 
traversed in three hours and thirty- 
nitrates. 

i lEfl$3*!d Juuction to Nash- 
ville tho Herald's Hummer made the 
run ten miles in fourteen minute*, 
and drew up, panting and puffing, in 
the Union Depot at 12:08. 

The inn from Nashville to Chatta 
nooga was made by 4:10 and the 188 
miles from Chattanooga to Atlanta 
were covered in 166 minutes, making 
just 17 hours for the trip, about 
12 hours less than the usual time. 
The run put behind all records in 
long distance travel and shortened 
the usual time by ten or twelve hours, 
enabling the Herald to deliver its pa- 
pers in Atlanta on the day of publi- 
cation. The issue was a special edi 
tion containing a write-up of the At- 
lanta Exposition that closed yester- 
day.

The custom can- 
not be said to have been general as late 
as the date g-iven, fof the Japunese 
records prove that in the time of the 
Emperor Suiain (97—30 B. C.) the burial 
rites of royal personages were «o modi- 
fled as to partially abolish former 
cr .-el ties. Sper.V.inp ai a young- brother 
of Sulnin, who died and had his retinue 
buried standing- m ound his grave, the 
old record says: -For many days they 
died not, but wept and cried aloud. At 
last t hey died. Dogs and crows assem- 
bled and ate off their heads. The em- 
peror's compassion was aroused and he 
desired to change the manner of burial. 
When the empress died soon after the 
mikado inquire-' of his officers if some- 
thing in the way of a change could not 
be suggested, and one proposed to 
make clay figures of men and bury 
them as substitues." 

That thiB did not entirely do away 
with the formsr custom Is proved by an 
edict issued in the year 646 A. D. (the

TOOK THE OATH ABROAD. 

William Rurus Kin*, Who Waa Runnlnst 



King 

1786; died April 18, 1853) was a vice pres- 
ident of the United States who never 
served in that capacity, and one who 
took the oath of office on foreign soil- 
something' which can be said of no 
other executive officer elected by the 
people of this country. King was an 
invalid, says the St. Louis Republic, 
but his friends urged him to take sec- 
ond place on the ticket with Pierce in 
1852. Both were elected, but Mr. 
King's health failed so rapidly that he 
was forced to go to Cuba early in 1833, 
some two and a half months before in- 
auguration day'. Not having returned 
to the United State* by Maroh 4, con- 
gress passed a special act authorizing 
the United States consul at Mantonxas, 
Cuba, to swear, him in as vie* president 
at about the hour when Pierce was tak- 
ing the oath of office at Washington. 
This arrangement was carried out to a 
dot, and en the day appointed, at a
